WOVEN OVAL SHOE LACES AND METHOD OF MANUFACTURE 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

This program was desiged for children from four through nine years of age and adults that 
need to relearn the skill of tying the laces of their shoes. I have a Bachelor of Science degree in 
occupational therapy services from Barry University and I am the president and sole owner of a 
Florida corporation which works with individuals with developmental disabilities. I have 
published an illustrated book and invented a pair of colorful woven oval shoe laces which used 
together can teach children with low learning styles and adults who have suffered a neurological 
event to securely tie their shoelaces.

Fig. 5 is a cross-sectional view of my shoe lace showing Fig. 95. 
Fig. 90 is an enlarged cross-sectional view of my shoe lace. 
Fig. 91 is an enlarged cross-sectional view of the yellow portion of my shoe lace.
